SANTA CLARA—For the 
last 30 years the United States 
government has carried out the 


most extensive mind-control | 


research and experimentation 
in history, according to a Uni- 
versity of Santa Clara law pro- 
fessor who has co-authored a 
book on the topic. x 

Examination of 20,000 pages 
of CIA and Army documents 
shows that the CIA probed ev- 
erything from the psychologi- 
cal impact of circumcision to 
the practices of Haitian witch 
doctors, Alan Scheflin said in 
an interview. ae

Watergate and other recent 
revelations about the intellig- 
ence community, Scheflin said. 

It is the result of five years 
of research and hundreds of in- 
terviews and contains more 
than 1,800 footnotes, said Sche- 


flin, who teaches legal ethics © 
and law and psychiatry. His co-- 


author is Edward Opton, a San 
Francisco attorney. 

The CIA isn’t alone in mind- 
control research; it is practiced

ernment agencies, schools, hos- 
pitals, universities, the military 
and prisons, Scheflin said.

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“But then, there is little need 
for such a drug when people 
are willing to give up their 
minds so readily. Just look at 
the religious gurus. They don’t 
need sophisticated techniques. 
They can talk people into paula 
ever they want.”

done, Scheflin said. 


“It is obvious there is a clear 
link between government and 
science to perfect mind control 
and that there is a spillover of

To resist mind control, Sche- 
flin said, “we rust first under- 
stand it, be familiar with the 
techniques and know who is 
using it. Then we must write to 
legislators and start graaniea: 
tions to resist it.” bs

of a group that fought the 
UCLA “violence center’ that 
proposed among other experi- 
ments te give amphetamines to 
black and Chicano school chil- 
dren. 


“We stopped public funding 
of that project, but they may 
be doing work now with pri- 
vate funds,” Scheflin said. 
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
